Exiting from a side entrance, 
Mrs. Ford waved to patients 
and hospital staffers with her

weeks ago during a routine 
physical examination. A biopsy 
was performed and after it was 
determined that the growth was 
cancerous, an entire breast and 
surrounding tissues were re-mo­ 
ved. 


Market 
Records 
Best Gain

Business Writer 
NEW YORK (UPIi - The 
stock 
market, 
with 
a 
new 
economic program to ponder 
and signs of easing monetary 
pressures to appreciate, rallied 
this week for the best gain in 
history in the heaviest trading 
of the year on tne New York 
Stock Exchange. 
President 
Ford’s 
detailed 
program to fight inflation and 
boost the economy stirred Wall 
Street hopes and provided some 
of the spark that ignited the 
rally at a time, as one analyst 
put it, “when the market was 
ripe.” 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 73.61 'points for 
the week, its best gain ever. 
The previous record was 51.55 
points gained in the week ended 
last June 7. 
The Dow scored the sixth 
biggest daily gain in its history 
•28.39 points —on Wednesday, 
the day after Ford announced 
his “Whipping Inflation Now” 
program. 
Ford’s program included a 5 
per cent surtax on corporations 
and middle-income Aoericans, 
some 
relief 
for 
the 
poor, 
incentives 
to 
business, 
and 
proposals to reduce oil con­ 
sumption by one million barrels 
a day in 1975 
Skeptical investors stayed on 
thchüidelines at first, but when 
they saw the reception to the 
program was not overly critical 
they plunged into action and 
produced 
an 
upswing 
that 
carried through Friday. The 
26.360.000 shares traded Thurs­ 
day marked the fifth heaviest 
turnover in Big Board history. 
Volume for the week totaled 
95,729.225 shares, heaviest of 
the 
year 
com pared 
with 
73,189,970 
shares 
the 
week 
before and 100,888,007 traded 
during the same week a year 
ago. The increased volume was 
welcome news for financially 
strapped brokerages on Wall 
Street. 
The advance was broad, also. 
Advances outstripped declines, 
1,727 to 152, among the 1,985 
issues traded during the week. 
Analysts observed most of the 
stocks were at 
severly de­ 
pressed price levels, especially 
blue chips and glamors. 
In addition to the Dow, this 
was reflected in the rise of 
other market indicator. Stand­ 
ard & Poor’s 500 stock index, a 
broader index than the Dow, 
climbed 8.80 to 71.14. And the 
NYSE common stock indicator 
fose 4.59 to 37.49. 
At least two events occurred 
last weekend which observers 
say put investors in a good 
psychological mood. First, Ford 
cancelled a $500 million wheat 
deal for the Soviet Union which 
had 'been kept secret until the 
last moment. 


Congress Votes To Delay Recess 
To Settle Turkish Aid Dispute

Tuesday to try to settle the 
dispute. 
The issue was whether to halt 
U.S. 
military 
assistance 
to 
Turkey. 
But 
the fight 
has 
drawn in some innocent by­ 


standers —a group of federal 
departments including Labor. 
Agriculture and Health. Educa­ 
tion 
and 
Welfare 
—which 
conceivably might lose their 
operating funds. 
Ford lost the first round in 
the showdown Friday when the 
House rejected on a 187-171 vote 
his request to suspend for 60 
days an earlier congressional 
mandate to cut off military aid 
to Turkey. 
Ford is expected to win the 
second round, however, when 
his scheduled veto of a funding 
resolution, carrying the aid 


cutoff mandate, comes to an 
override test in the House. 
House 
D em ocratic 
leader 
Thomas P. O'Neill conceded 
that the two-thirds vote 
to 
override probably could not be 
achieved. 
The complicated legislative 
tangle started w-hen Congress 
passed a resolution providing 
that all federal agencies which 
have not received their 1975 


appropriations would continue 
to be funded until Congress 
gives final approval to their 
money bills. 
Congress, annoyed that U.S. 
aid weapons were used in the 
Turkish 
invasion 
of 
Cyprus 
though they are supposed to be 
only for defensive purposes,

SB A Announces Emergency Loans 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - Small firms hurt by energy 
and energy related material shortages may be eligible for 
an 
emergency 
loan 
from 
the 
Small 
Business 
Administration. William F. Miller, Indiana director for 
the SBA, said Friday emergency energy shortage loans 
“are now available to assist eligible small business 
concerns seriously and adversely affected by a shortage 
of fuel, electrical energy or energy producing resources, 
or by a shortage of raw or processed materials resulting 
from such shortages.” “Applicants must demonstrate 
substantial economic injury attributable to the energy 
shortage," Miller said “Firms must be small by SBA size 
standards and must show that their business has been 
operated successfully for the preceding three years." 
Highway Comm. Requests More Money 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana State Budget 
Committee was told Friday Indiana’s highway needs in 
the next biennium may be $159 million more than an­ 
ticipated revenues. Richard Boehning, chairman of the 
State Highway Commission, told the budget committee 
that inflation has sent costs up while the amount of federal 
aid is down. The department submitted a proposed two- 
year budget for $421 million in state funds, of which about 
$9 million may be reimbursable in federal money for 
personal services. Boehning said emphasis in the coming 
years will be on maintenance, although there will be some 
additional new construction. 
ICJ Approve Grant

INDIANAPOLIS (U PI)—William Trailer, Richmond, 
pleaded guilty Friday in federal court to charges of 
income tax evasion. Trailer already is serving a sentence 
in the State Prison at Michigan City for sale of narcotics, 
and could receive 'ip to five more years sentence from 
Federal Judge William Steckler. Trailer pleaded guilty to 
reporting only $2,585 taxable income for 1969, although the 
government contended his tax ble income that year was 
$9:088.. The government claimed he owed an additional 
$1,643 in taxes. 
Former Nixon Aides Resign 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Two former White House 
aides who played ma jor roles in former President Nixon’s 
Watergate defense have resigned from the 'White House 
staff. Press Secretary Ron Nessen said Friday that for­ 
mer White House speech writer Patrick J. Buchanan and 
one of Nixon's chief Watergate defense lawyers, J Fred 
Buzhardt, had resigned. Buzhardt advised Nixon during 
his series of court battles over his Watergate tapes and 
documents. Nessen said he was taken off the payroll Oct. 5 
but that he was "not fired.” 
Indiana Reps Split Turkey Vote 


WASHINGTON (U P I) —Indiana’s congressional 
delegation split Friday as the House, on a 187 to 171 roll 
call, rejected a resolution to suspend until Dec 15 the ban 
on cutting off military aid to Turkey. Five members of the 
Hoosier delegation voted for the resolution and five op­ 
posed it. The 11th Rep William Hudnut. R-Ind., did not 
vote. Democrat Lee Hamilton joined four Republicans 
who voted for the resolution- Reps. William Bray, David 
Dennis, John Myers and Roger Zion. Democrats John 
Brademas, Ray Madden and J. Edward Roush and 
Republicans Elwood Hillis and Earl Landgrebe opposed 
the resolution. 
Purdue To Get New Building 


COLUMBUS, Ind (U PI) — The Indiana Commission 
for Higher Education Friday approved construction of a 
$2.3 million nursing and allied health building at Purdue 
University’s main West Lafayette campus. The plan, 
which will need State Budget Committee approval later, 
calls for $1 million to be spent in bonding authority 
allocated to Purdue and to use this money to match $1.3 
million in federal funds Also approved was an Ivy Tech 
Foundation proposal to construct a building costing an 
estimated $1.5 million on a 23-acre site deeded to the 
foundation by Indiana University-Purdue University 
Foundation at Fort Wayne.

Putting much oí the blame for the inflationary problem 
squarely on Capitol Hill, President Ford has pledged 
himself to work for reductions in government spending 
and a balanced budget by fiscal 1976 


He has asked the American people, in their own in­ 
terests, to support candidates for public office who 
“ . . .consistently vote for tough decisions to cut the cost of 
government, restrain federal spending and bring inflation 
under control.” 


This is a tall order, but it can be done with the people’s 
support. There must also be public support for changes in 
the tax laws that will encourage the kind of investment 
necessary to modernize industrial plant and equipment 
and expand development of our energy resources. 


This is the only route to greater efficiencies of 
production and larger supplies of goods and services in 
the marketplace. There must be incentives to encourage 
individuals and organizations to put their savings to work 
through investment in productive enterprise. 


As things now stand, U S. tax laws penalize such capital 
formation to a further extent than any other major 
developed nation. A successful investor in the U.S. must 
figure on paying in taxes over one third of any increase in 
value which he may realize from the sale of securities or 
other assets. 


By contrast, such countries as Japan, West Germany, 
France and Italy — among our major competitors in 
international trade — either have no capital gains tax at 
all or rates that are much lower than those levied against 
ordinary income. 


If domestic private investment annually is to reach the 
level of 4300 billion projected by the U .S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics as essential for the nation’s economic health by 
1980, some major changes wilt have to be made in the 
nation's tax laws. 


President Ford has asked for the cooperation of 
Congress and the American people “ . . in getting this 
country revved up and moving.” If this job is to be done 
and inflation controlled, it will take a new kind of political 
thinking when it comes to deciding on levels of federal 
spending and designing tax reform legislation.

Anderson Township 


Having its station in Milroy, the Anderson Township 
Volunteer Fire department is responsible for Anderson, 
Orange, and Richland Townships. Orange and Richland 
Townships have a contract with Anderson Township to 
provide them with fire protection. This rural department 
is well equipped with a 1000 gallon tanker truck, a 750 
gallon pum per and a 250 gallon jeep attack vehicle. This 
departm ent has twenty-five active m em bers, with several 
pieces of new equipment added within the last three 
years. 


Manilla 


The Manilla Community Volunteer Fire Department 
is located in Manilla, with thirty-two m en and three trucks 
at the departm ents disposal.

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HISTORY and HEARSAY 
A WEEKLY HOOSIEft HISTORICAL COLUMN 
By Laura Brett and Rev. Joseph Delgatto 


Back in the early nineteenth 
century when Indiana was 
having booming growth there 
was no speedy method of 
transportation. M ajor rivers 
were highways to the prairies 
but many smaller streams were 
not navigable and the transpor­ 
tation of goods, services and 
people by land was slow and 
burdensome. Farm ers in the 
Whitewater river valley had no 
way of getting their crops to 
Cincinnati except by overland 
horse and wagon trips. In 1822, 
Jam es Brown Ray, Brookville 
lawyer, Indiana stole senator 
and future governor had a 
solution to the problem; The 
Whitewater Canal. 
Canal fever was catching in 
those days. Canals were in the 
dreaming or drawing stage all 
over the state. One citizen wrote 
to the Indianapolis G azette 
about the proposed Whitewater 
Canal, hoping that “Whitewater 
canalers would hold off for a 
while to see if the rich state of 
Indiana 
would 
not 
join 
with. . .Ohio. . .and cut the 
proposed canal 
through 
the 
straits of Darien, connecting the 
A tlantic 
with 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean.” 
However, the W hitewater, 
like other proposed canals 
stayed on the drawing 'boards 
because no state funds were 
available for their building. The 
six figure sums needed could not 
be raised from merchants and 
farmers. 
So enthusiasm waned until 
Clinton’s ‘‘big ditch” the Erie 
Canal got underway in New 
York. When the Ohio and Erie 
Canal connecting Maumee Bay 
and Cincinnati was inaugurated 
in 1825 the Indiana Canal Pot 
started boiling again. 
Shortly after the Ohio and 
Erie got underway some canal 
representatives 
from 
the 
Whitewater Valley got together 
at Harrison and hired a sur­ 
veyor. He surveyed the route for 
a canal from near La wren- 
eeburg on the Ohio to the junc­ 
tion of the rivers of St. Mary and 
St. Joseph near Fort Wayne. 
Then the men sat back and 
waited for a charter. 
4 It came during the 1825-26 
session of the legislature. James 
Brown Ray was now governor 
and Canal building got its best 


support ever. The Whitewater 
charter called for the issuance 
of 40,000 shares of stock at 
twenty-five dollars a share. A 
seven man board of directors 
was formed and notified, that the 
canal should 'be started within 
two years of the issuance of the 
charter or the state of Indiana 
wanted to know why not. The 
ch arter also contained the 
provision that the state could 
purchase up to one fourth of the 
stock and had the right to buy 
the canal in 1860. 
Then the Whitewater Canal 
got stalled in the mud of poor 
f i nanc ing.. 
The 
di rectors 
couldn't sell their stock 
to 
support the canal’s construc­ 
tion. This was not unique 
because the state had given out 
charters for canals all over the 
place and no investor wanted to 
risk investing in a canal, of all 
things. By the time of the 1833-34 
legislature things were in such a 
mess that the state decided to 
remedy the matter. A canal loan 
of $400,000 was negotiated to 
help out canal building, canal 
surveys at state expense were 
authorized and a three man 
canal commission was installed. 
Surveys for the Whitewater 
Canal were begun in 1834. It 
seemed then (a tragic mistake) 
that ten counties would share in 
the canal’s business. It was 
hoped that each farmer would 
transport enough of his crops 
via the canal to make an annual 
toll of nineteen dollars a 
practical thing for both farmer 
and canal (another mistake). 
The survey showed the canal 
would have tough country to 
conquer. Fifty-six locks and 
seven dams would handle a fall 
of 491 feet from one end to the 
other. The engineers recom­ 
m ended that the canal be 
constructed. The cost was to be 
$1,142,126.15. 
The work began late in the 
summer of 1836 and Brook- 
villians gathered to celebrate. 
Governor Noble turned the first 
shovel of earth and a poem was 
read: 
There is not in this wide 
world a valley so sweet, 
As that 
vale where the 
branches of the Whitewater 
meet; 
Oh the last picayne shall de­ 
part from my fob 
Ere the East or West Fori 


shall relinguish the job.” 
U nfortunately 
the 
canal 
system in Indiana was nlaeued 
with dream ers, scoundrels, 
thieves and indebtedness. In 
1839 
the 
m ajor 
financing 
company for the state canal 
commission collapsed and most 
canal work ceased throughout 
the state. The W hitewater 
Valley Canal, however, had its 
own company and went on 
through many difficulties to 
see that 
its 
canal 
reachec 
Cambridge City and Conners 
ville by 1845. 


However, from the beginning 
the canal 
was 
a 
failure, 
financially. The investors and 
the state never recouped on 
their joint investm ent. The 
farmers either because of high 
tolls or force of habit still 
shipped their produce to Cincin­ 
nati overland. From 1839 to 1844 
the canal only produced $6,000 
income even though the tolls 
had been 
reduced 
to 
a c ­ 
comodate farmers. 


The 
final 
blow 
to 
the 
Whitewater and other canals in 
the state came in the 1850’s. The 
railroads, financed by private 
capital and am bitious men 
could carry produce, m er­ 
chandise and passengers faster 
and cheaper 'than the canals, 


Some canaling was done on 
the Whitewater through 1865 but 
the railroads were in the 
driver’s seat now. During 1864 
and through 1865 Whitewater 
Valley residents petitioned the 
state government to authorize a 
railroad to be built along the 
route of the 'Whitewater Canal. 
The state legislature 'Complied 
and the W hitewater Canal 
Company sold the canal to the 
railroads, and canaling ceased 
on the Whitewater.
